American-Made Fortunes Are Glad- 
ly Welcomed by Their 
Relatives 


“Naples.—About 80,000 immigrants 
have returned to Italy from the United 
States through the port of Naples since 
January 1, The number is increasing 
month by month, and with the recent 
release of ships hitherto requisitioned 
by the allies, it is estimated that 10,000 
Italians will greet Vesuvius again 
every month. 

The fortunes brought by the return- 
ing Italians are gladly welcomed by 
their relatives, made needy by the 
war. The prosperous appearance of 
the passengers is generally commented 
on, being probably the result of five 
years of savings at wartime wages in 
America, and their well-made clothes 
and substantia) baggage form a strik- 
ing contrast to the bags and rags in 
evidence when emigrants leave for 
America. 

Emigration of Itaiians to the United 
States by way of Naples, the most im- 
portant embarkation point of emi- 
grants in Southern Europe,-is still 
very far from pre-war levels. Data 
from the Italian Emigration Office in 
this city indicate that, aside from re- 
turning reservists, 3217 Italians sailed 
to the United States from Naples dur- 
ing the first eight and a half, months 
of 1919. The great majority of these 
were wives, children, and other near 
relatives of Italians already in th 
United States, who have hitherto bee 
prevented from joining their families 
because of conditions incident to the 
world war. The number of actual emi- 
grants as the word is ordinarily used, 
is practically negligible. 

In contrast with this condition, it 
May be noted that in 1913, the last 
year before the ,war, 198,664 emigrants 
left Naples for the United States. The 
difference between the two totals is 
ascribed to the results of the operation 
of the Literacy law of 1917, dearth of 
ships and abnormally high passenger 
rates, and the continuance of Ameri- 
can passport restrictions. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES SHOULD 
BE $1200 MINIMUM, IS CLAIM 


Sacramento,—Minimum salaries of 
$1200 for school teachers of California 
will be the slogan of Will C. Wood,

Records of some 20,000 school teach- 
ers of California, showing their age 
and teaching experience, have been 
compiled under the new law governing 
the State teachers’ retirement salary 
fund.

parted from the scheduled price list 
and is profiteering. The action was 
decided upon following receipt of com- 
plaints from high schools thronghout 
this State. 


WOMAN WHO SHOT OIL MAN 
18 HELD IN HIGHER BAIL 


San Francisco.—Mrs. Agnes Hunter, 
who shot and seriously wounded her 
ex-husband, William M. Hunter, in the 
Palace Hotel lobby Wednesday morn- 
ing, November 26, appeared in Police 
Judge John J. Sullivan’s court Novem- 
ber 28, on a charge of assault to mur- 
der. During the proceeding Mrs. Hun- 
ter held the hand of her five-year-old 
son, who had been brought up from Los 
Angeles by Mrs. Hunter's sister, Mrs. 
Frank Rogers. 

“There is entirely too much shooting 
done by women over marital troubles,” 
said Police Judge Sullivan. “I had no 
idea that Mrs. Hunter was released on 
bail of only $1000.” The Court fixed 
the bail at $3500 cash. 

Attorney Harry Stafford, for Mrs. 
Hunter, said Mrs. Hunter could not 
raise such a large sum and she was 
placed in the City Prison to await ap- 
pearance before Judge Sullivan. 

Attorney Edwin McKenzie, repre- 
senting Hunter, said his client would 
not be able to appear in court for at 
least a week to testify against Mrs. 
Hunter. He is still in St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital.

“During the course of our investi- 
gation we find that there are a great 
many contributing cayses to the high 
cost of living. We find that there is 
clearly a restrairt of trade on. the 
bart of some of the wholesalers in 
compelling the amall retail grocers to 
sell at a certain fixed price for an 
article, under the pain of not being 
supplied by the said wholesalers with 
pl ies: of the commodity, or, in 
a words, the grocer is compelled 
te ask more from the consumer for 
the article than what he would do if 
left to his own resources and given 
a free competitive field. : 

“Another apparent reason .for the 
high prices of foodstuffs in this state 
is the fact that the growers or pro- 
ducers of almost every article of food 
have been organized into a very close 
association, each organization fixing 
to the wholesaler or distributor a 
certain price. Here again competi- 
tion is entirely eliminated and the 
wholesaler is compelled to pay what- 
ever price these producing organiza- 
tions fix. In the price fixed this year 
by these protucing organizations each 
commodity is considerably higher than 
last year. 

“These producing organizations have 
been organized through the efforts of 
Col. Harris. V’einstock, State Market 
Director, and there is scarcely a com- 
munity in any portion of the state 
which is not covered by these different 
organizations. We also developed the

WAR ON CHINESE 


Boycott Declared on All Wholesale 
and Retail Butcher Concerns--- 
‘Unionization Is Refused 
“San Francisco.—The Butchers’ Union 


here has declared war on the Califor- 
nia Chinese Butchers’ Association and 


has refused to lft a boycott placed - - 


upon all wholesale and retail butcher 
shops in Chinatown. ' 

All members of the Butchers’ Board 
of Trade have been notified by the 
butchers’ union that they must cease 
the custom of purchasing meat from 
Chinese butchers. All restaurants and 
hotels have been notified that they 
must also cease buying meat from 
Chinatown. 

Several butcher shops, which refused 
to cbey the order of the butchers’ 
union, had their men called on strike as 
@ consequence, it was announeed by 
union officials. The men were returned 
when the employers agreed to meet all 
the demands of the union. 

This action of the butchers’ union has 
caused a great loss of business of the 
Chinese butchers, Fabius T. Finch, at- 
torney of the Chinese Butchers’ Asvo- 
elation, said. 

“In order to settle the controversy 
our association agreed to unionize 
shops and have all Chinese butchers 
take out cards in the butchers’ union,” 
said Finch. He continued: : 

“Officers of the union rejected this 

proposal on the ground that the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor would not al- 
Chinese to belong to the organiza- 
tion. We then offered to operate the 
shops according to union rules and put 
in effect the union scale of $38 a week 
for alt Chinese butchers.” 
_This offer was refused by the butch- 
ers’ union, according to Finch, on the 
ground that there “are union butchers 
out of work and the Chinese butcher 
shops must go to make place for these 
men.” 

Finch said the Chinese butchers pur- 
chased meat from the same source as 
American butchers and their shops 
were conducted under inspection of the 
Board of Health.’ - : 

“Chinese butchers sell the same 
meat cheaper than can be obtained 
elsewhere,” said Finch. “They act as 
a brake on the high cost of Hving 
and the public should be interested 
to see that they are not driven out 
of business,” :
